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The  design  of  this  Institution  is  to  afford  a  complete  course  of  legal 
education  for  gentlemen  intended  for  the  Bar  in  any  of  the  United  States, 
except  in  matters  of  mere  local  law  and  practice  ;  and  also  a  systematic 
course  of  studies  in  Commercial  Jurisprudence  for  those  who  intend  to 
devote  themselves  exclusively  to  mercantile  pursuits. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  for  the  Bar  embraces  the  various  branch- 
es of  the  Common  Law,  and  of  Equity  ;  Admiralty  ;  Commercial,  Interna- 
tional, and  Constitutional  Law  ;  and  the  Jurisprudence  of  the  United  States. 
Lectures  are  given,  also,  upon  the  history,  sources,  and  general  principles 
of  the  Civil  Law,  and  upon  the  theory  and  practice  of  Parliamentary  Law. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  for  the  mercantile  profession  is  more 
limited,  and  embraces  the  principal  branches  only  of  Commercial  Juris- 
prudence; namely,  the  Law  of  Agency,  of  Partnership,  of  Bailments, 
of  Bills  of  Exchange  and  Promissory  Notes,  of  Insurance,  of  Shipping, 
Navigation,  and  other  maritime  concerns,  of  Sales,  and,  if  the  students 
desire  it,  of  Constitutional  Law. 

The  Law  Library  consists  of  about  14,000  volumes,  and  includes 
all  the  American  Reports,  and  the  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  well 
as  those  of  all  the  States,  a  regular  series  of  all  the  English  Reports,  in- 
cluding the  Year-Books,  and  also  the  English  Statutes,  as  well  as  the  prin- 
cipal treatises  in  American  and  English  Law  ;  besides  a  large  collection  of 
Scotch,  French,  German,  Dutch,  Spanish,  Italian,  and  other  Foreign  Law ; 
and  a  very  ample  collection  of  the  best  editions  of  the  Roman  or  Civil 
Law,  together  with  the  works  of  the  most  celebrated  commentators  upon 
that  Law. 

The  Library  is  open  for  the  use  of  students  during  the  Term,  and  those 
who  desire  it  pursue  their  studies  there,  especially  in  the  preparation  of 
their  Moot  Court  cases. 
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No  public  instruction  is  given  in  the  local  or  peculiar  municipal  juris- 
prudence of  any  particular  State  ;  but  the  students  are  assisted  by  the 
Professors,  as  occasion  may  require,  in  the  private  study  of  the  law  and 
practice  peculiar  to  their  own  States. 

Instruction  is  given  by  oral  lectures  and  expositions,  (and  by  recitations 
and  examinations,  in  connection  with  them,)  of  which  there  will  be  ten 
every  week. 

Two  Moot  Courts  are  held  in  each  week,  at  each  of  which  a  cause, 
previously  assigned,  is  argued  by  four  students,  and  an  opinion  delivered 
by  the  presiding  Professor. 

Clubs  are  formed  among  the  students,  in  which  dissertations  upon  legal 
subjects  are  read,  and  cases  argued. 

No  examination,  and  no  particular  course  of  previous  study,  are  neces- 
sary for  admission  ;  but  the  student,  if  not  a  graduate  of  some  college, 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  and  produce  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character.  He  also  gives  a  bond,  in  the  sum  of  $  200,  to  the 
Steward,  with  a  surety  resident  in  Massachusetts,  for  the  payment  of  Col- 
lege dues  ;  or  deposits,  at  his  election,  $  150  with  the  Steward,  upon 
his  entrance,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  subsequent  Term,  to 
be  retained  until  the  end  of  the  Term,  and  then  to  be  accounted  for.  No 
student  is  matriculated  until  such  testimonials  are  produced,  and  security 
given. 

Students  may  enter  the  School  in  any  stage  of  their  professional  studies 
or  mercantile  pursuits.  But  they  are  advised,  with  a  view  to  their  own 
advantage  and  improvement,  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  those  studies, 
rather  than  at  a  later  period. 

The  Course  of  Studies  is  so  arranged  as  to  be  completed  in  two 
Academical  Years  ;  and  the  studies  for  each  Term  are  also  arranged,  as  far 
as  they  may  be,  with  reference  to  a  course  commencing' with  that  Term, 
and  extending  through  a  period  of  two  years  ;  so  that  those  who  are 
beginning  the  study  of  the  law  may  enter,  at  the  commencement  of  either 
Term,  upon  branches  suitable  for  them.  Students  may  enter,  also,  if  they 
so  desire  it,  in  the  middle,  or  other  part,  of  a  Term.  But  it  is  recommended 
to  them  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  an  Academical  Year,  in  preference  to 
any  other  time,  if  it  be  convenient.  They  are  at  liberty  to  elect  what 
studies  they  will  pursue,  according  to  their  view  of  their  own  wants  and 
attainments  ;  but,  as  a  general  rule,  it  is  advisable  for  them,  during  the  first 
Term,  to  confine  themselves  to  few  branches,  as  subjects  of  regular  study, 
giving  attendance,  however,  upon  all  the  lectures. 

When  a  student  is  desirous  of  pursuing  a  branch  of  study  which  does 
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not  form  the  subject  of  general  instruction  in  that  particular  Term,  the 
Professors  will  render  him  aid  in  its  pursuit  as  a  private  study. 

The  Academical  Year,  which  commences  on  Thursday,  six  weeks 
after  the  third  Wednesday  in  July  (August  29th,  1850),  is  divided  into 
two  Terms,  of  twenty  weeks  each,  with  a  vacation  of  six  weeks  at  the 
end  of  each  Term.

Students,  who  have  pursued  their  studies  for  the  term  of  eighteen  months 
in  any  law  institution  having  legal  authority  to  confer  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  one  year  of  said  term  having  been  spent  in  this  School  ; 
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or  who,  having  been  admitted  to  the  Bar  after  a  year's  previous  study, 
have  subsequently  pursued  their  studies  in  this  School  for  one  year  ;  are 
entitled,  upon  the  certificate  and  recommendation  of  the  Law  Faculty,  and 
on  payment  of  all  dues  to  the  College,  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

The  fees  are  $  50  a  Term,  and  $  25  for  half  or  any  less  frac- 
tion of  a  Term  ;  for  which  sum,  without  any  additional  charge,  stu- 
dents have  the  use  of  the  lecture-rooms,  the  Law  and  College  Libraries, 
and  the  text-books  ;  and  they  are  admitted  free  to  all  the  courses  of 
public  lectures  delivered  to  the  undergraduates  in  the  Academical  De- 
partment of  the  University. 

Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $  5  for  each  course,  the  Law  Stu- 
dents may  also  attend  the  Lectures  delivered  in  the  Lawrence  Scientific 
School,  on  Zoology  and  Geology,  by  Professor  Agassiz  ;  on  Compara- 
tive Anatomy  and  Physiology,  by  Professor  Wyman  ;  on  Botany,  by 
Professor  Gray  ;  and  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  the  Lectures  on  Chem- 
istry, by  Professor  Horsford.  They  may  also  study  any  one  of  the 
foreign  languages  taught  in  the  University,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$  10  per  annum.

PRIZE  DISSERTATIONS. 

Prizes  will  hereafter  be  annually  awarded  for  the  best  and  second 
best  Dissertations,  written  by  students  of  the  Law  School,  on  subjects 
given  out  by  the  Law  Faculty,  as  follows. 

A  prize  of  sixty  dollars  for  the  best,  and  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  second 
best  Dissertation,  by  a  student  who  has  attended  the  Law  School  three  of 
the  four  Terms  immediately  preceding  the  award. 

A  prize  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  best,  and  forty  dollars  for  the  second 
best  Dissertation,  by  a  student  who  has  attended  two  of  the  three  Terms 
next  preceding  the  award. 
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The  merit  of  the  Dissertations  will  be  adjudged  by  committees  of  Coun- 
sellors at  Law,  appointed  by  the  Law  Faculty. 

The  prizes  will  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each  Academical  Year.  No 
prize  will  be  awarded,  if  no  Dissertation  offered  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
sufficient  merit. 

The  Dissertations  must  be  left  at  the  office  of  one  of  the  Faculty, 
while  the  writer  is  a  member  of  the  Law  School,  and  by  the  first 
day  of  May  annually.  Each  Dissertation  must  have  a  motto,  or  as- 
sumed name,  written  upon  it,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  sealed  letter, 
having  the  same  motto  or  name  on  the  outside,  and  the  true  name  of  the 
writer  within.  Unsuccessful  Dissertations  will  be  returned  to  the  writers 
when  requested.  A  copy  of  the  successful  Dissertations  must  be  left 
with  one  of  the  Faculty  for  preservation  in  the  Library  of  the  Law 
School.  They  must  all  be  written  on  letter-paper  of  good  quality,  of  the 
usual  quarto  size,  with  a  suitable  margin,  so  that,  if  successful,  they  may 
be  bound  up  without  injury  to  the  writing.  The  sheets  must  be  securely 
stitched  together. 

No  Dissertation  to  exceed  in  length  the  amount  of  thirty  pages,  as  large 
as  the  16th  page  of  the  first  volume  of  Greenleaf 's  Evidence,  2d  edition. 

No  student  will  write  on  both  subjects.

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RULES  AND  STATUTES  OF  THE  PROFESSORSHIPS  OF  LAW 
IN  THE  UNIVERSITY  AT  CAMBRIDGE. 


ROYALL  PROFESSORSHIP  OF  LAW. 

The  fund  appropriated  to  this  Professorship  accrues  from  the  bequests 
of  Isaac  Roy  all,  Esq.,  made  in  his  will,  dated  May  26,  1773,  and  in  the 
codicil  to  his  will,  dated  November  30,  1779.  He  devised  and  bequeathed 
to  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College  certain  lands,  "  to  sell  the  same, 
and  put  the  money  out  to  interest,  the  income  to  be  appropriated  towards 
endowing  a  Professor  of  Laws,  or  a  Professor  of  Physic  and  Anatomy, 
whichever  they  shall  judge  to  be  most  for  the  benefit  of  said  College." 

In  the  autumn  of  1815,  it  was  determined  to  establish  a  Professorship  of 
Law  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  will,  and,  in  the  spring  following,  the  stat- 
utes and  rules  were  enacted^  and  the  Professor  inducted. 

Statutes  of  the  Professorship  of  Law  in  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. 

1.  For  the  present,  and  so  long  as  the  principal  support  of  the  Professor 
shall  be  derived  from  the  fund  bequeathed  by  the  late  Hon.  Isaac  Royall, 
Esquire,  the  Professor  shall  be  entitled  "  Royall  Professor  of  Law  "  ;  but 
the  Corporation  reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  with  the  assent  of  the 
Overseers,  to  change  the  title  of  said  Professor,  whenever  and  as  soon  as 
any  such  additions  shall  be  made  to  the  aforesaid  fund,  as  to  render  the 
sum  bequeathed  by  the  aforesaid  Royall  the  smaller  part  of  the  whole 
foundation,  or  for  any  other  good  and  sufficient  reason  not  repugnant  to 
the  will  of  the  said  Royall. 
2  * 
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2.  The  said  Professor  of  Law  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  other  officers  of  the  College  are  chosen,  and  shall  hold  his  office 
during  good  behaviour  ;  but  the  Corporation,  with  the  assent  of  the  Over- 
seers, may  at  any  time  remove  him  for  any  cause  which  they  may  deem 
just  and  sufficient. 

3.  The  said  Professor  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  the  rank  which 
appertain  of  right  to  the  other  Professors  in  the  College  ;  [but  he  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  reside  in  the  town  of  Cambridge,]  *  nor  shall  he  be  called 
upon  to  take  any  part  in  the  immediate  government  of  the  College,  unless 
required  so  to  do  by  the  Corporation  and  Overseers  ;  he  shall,  however, 
when  requested  by  the  Corporation,  give  his  opinion  on  any  questions  of 
law  immediately  affecting  the  College,  provided  the  delivery  of  such  opin- 
ion shall  not  interfere  with  the  said  Professor's  other  duties. 

4.  The  said  Professor  shall  enjoy  all  the  authority  while  delivering  his 
lectures  to  the  students,  as  to  the  preservation  of  order  and  decorum,  and 
the  regulation  of  the  deportment  of  the  students,  which  other  Professors 
are  entitled  to  exercise  ;  and  for  any  indecorum  during  his  exercises,  or 
insult  offered  to  him,  the  students  shall  be  subject  to  such  penalties  as  are 
provided  in  like  cases  as  to  the  other  officers  of  the  College  ;  which  penal- 
ties it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  immediate  government,  after  due  examina- 
tion, to  apply. 

5.  The  said  Professor  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
subscribe  these  statutes,  as  well  as  the  usual  declaration  prescribed  in  such 
cases  to  other  Professors. 

[6.  The  course  of  lectures  shall  be  delivered  in  some  of  the  College  pub- 
lic rooms,  and  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  fifteen  ;  and,  until  further  or- 
der, the  same  shall  be  attended  only  by  the  Senior  Class  among  the  under- 
graduates ;  but  the  officers  of  the  College,  including  the  Overseers  and 
Corporation,  together  with  all  resident  graduates,  shall  have  a  right  to  at- 
tend the  said  lectures  gratis.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  said  Professor 
to  admit  any  other  persons,  not  resident  at  the  College,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  shall  to  the  said  Professor  seem  proper  ;  provided,  that  such 
arrangements  be  made,  as  to  numbers  and  seats  at  the  lectures,  as  may 
consist  with  the  suitable  accommodation  of  the  members  of  the  College 
who  attend.]  * 

[7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Professor  to  exhibit,  in  a  course  of 
lectures,  the  theory  of  Law,  in  its  most  comprehensive  sense  ;  the  princi- 
ples and  practical  operation  of  the  Constitution  and  government  of  the

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United  States  and  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  a  history  of  the  jurisprudence 
of  this  State  under  the  Colonial  and  Provincial,  as  well  as  under  the  pres- 
ent government ;  an  explanation  of  the  principles  of  the  common  law  of 
England,  the  mode  of  its  introduction  into  this  country,  and  the  sources  and 
reasons  of  its  obligation  therein  ;  also  its  various  modifications  by  usage, 
judicial  decision,  and  statute  ;  and,  generally,  those  topics  connected  with 
law  as  a  science  which  will  best  lead  the  minds  of  the  students  to  such  in- 
quiries and  researches  as  will  qualify  them  to  become  useful  and  distin- 
guished supporters  of  our  free  systems  of  government,  as  well  as  able  and 
honorable  advocates  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens.  And  it  shall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  Corporation,  with  the  assent  of  the  Overseers,  to  vary,  mod- 
ify, enlarge,  or  wholly  change  the  above  course,  and  to  prescribe  any  other 
duties  not  inconsistent  with  the  general  principles  on  which  such  a  Profes- 
sorship is  founded.]  * 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College, 

May  14,  1817:  — 
Voted,  That  some  counsellor,  learned  in  the  law,  be  elected,  to  be  de- 
nominated University  Professor  of  Law,  who  shall  reside  in  Cambridge, 
and  open  and  keep  a  School  for  the  instruction  of  graduates  of  this  or  any 
other  University,  and  of  such  others  as,  according  to  the  Rules  of  Admis- 
sion as  Attorneys,  may  be  admitted  after  five  years'  study  in  the  office  of 
some  counsellor. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  officer,  with  the  advice  of  the  Roy  all 
Professor  of  Law,  to  prescribe  a  course  of  study,  to  examine  and  confer 
with  the  students  upon  the  subjects  of  their  studies,  and  to  read  lectures  to 
them  appropriate  to  the  course  of  their  studies  and  their  advancement  in 
the  science  ;  and  generally  to  act  the  part  of  a  tutor  to  them,  in  such  man- 
ner as  will  best  improve  their  minds  and  assist  their  acquisitions. 

3.  The  compensation  from  this  instruction  is  to  be  derived  from  the 
students  ;  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  by 
each  one  who  shall  attach  himself  to  the  School  ;  but  this  sum  shall  be 
subject  to  be  reduced  hereafter  by  the  Corporation,  if,  in  their  judgment, 
the  emoluments  of  the  School  shall  make  such  reduction  reasonable  and 
consistent  with  the  interest  of  the  establishment. 

4.  The  students  shall  have  access  to  the  College  Library,  on  such  terms 
as  the  College  government  shall  prescribe  ;  and  a  complete  Law  Library 
shall  be  obtained  for  their  use  as  soon  as  means  for  that  purpose  may  be 
found.

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5.  The  students  shall  be  permitted  to  board  in  Commons  on  the  same 
terms  as  other  members  of  the  College  ;  and  such  accommodations  shall 
be  afforded  them  in  respect  to  lodging-rooms  as  may  consist  with  the  ur- 
gent claims  of  the  existing  establishment. 

[6.  As  an  excitement  to  diligence  and  good  conduct,  a  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Laws  shall  be  instituted  at  the  University,  to  be  conferred  on  such 
students  as  shall  have  remained  at  least  eighteen  months  at  the  University 
School,  and  passed  the  residue  of  the  novitiate  in  the  office  of  some  coun- 
sellor of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  who  shall  have  re- 
mained three  years,  or,  if  not  graduates  of  any  college,  five  years,  in  the 
School,  provided  the  Professor  having  charge  of  the  same  shall  continue  to 
be  a  practitioner  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.]  * 

7.  The  students  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  lectures  of  the 
Royall  Professor  of  Law  free  of  expense,  and  shall  have  access  to  the 
other  lectures  of  the  University  usually  allowed  to  be  attended  by  resident 
graduates,  without  charge,  or  for  such  reasonable  compensation  as  the 
Corporation,  with  the  assent  of  the  Overseers,  shall  determine. 

8.  The  Law  Students  shall  give  bonds  for  the  payment  of  the  College 
dues,  including  the  charge  of  the  Professor  for  instruction,  which  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  quarter  bills,  and  collected  by  the  College  officer  ;  and  the 
sums  received  for  instruction  shall,  when  received,  be  paid  over  by  the 
said  officer  to  the  Professor. 

9.  The  Law  Students  shall  be  on  the  same  footing,  generally,  in  respect 
to  privileges,  duties,  and  observance  of  all  College  regulations,  as  by  the 
laws  pertain  to  resident  graduates. 

10.  The  University  Professor  of  Law,  after  his  election  and  before  his 
induction,  shall  make  and  subscribe  before  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
the  College  a  declaration  similar  to  the  declarations  required  of  the  other 
Professors. 


DANE  PROFESSORSHIP  OF  LAW. 

Beverly,  June  2,  1829. 

To  the  President  and  Fellows  cf  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  University. 

Gentlemen  :  —  As  I  have  a  long  time  wished  to  aid  and  promote  the 
law  branch  in  the  said  University,  and  now  by  the  profits  of  my  law  work 
can  conveniently  do  it,  I  proceed  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  Professorship 
of  Law  therein,  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Professor,  and  to

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aid  in  his  support,  in  the  manner  following,  and  submit  the  same  to  your 
consideration. 

In  the  first  place,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prepare  and  deliver,  and  to  re- 
vise for  publication,  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  five  following  branches  of 
law  and  equity,  equally  in  force  in  all  parts  of  our  federal  republic,  name- 
ly, the  law  of  nature,  the  law  of  nations,  commercial  and  maritime  law, 
federal  law,  and  federal  equity,  in  such  wide  extent  as  the  same  branches 
now  are,  and,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be,  administered  in  the  courts  of  the 
United  States  ;  but  in  such  compressed  form  as  the  Professor  shall  deem 
proper  ;  and  so  to  prepare,  deliver,  and  revise  lectures  thereon,  as  often  as 
the  said  Corporation  shall  think  proper.  But  as  the  Corporation  may,  after 
one  course  of  lectures  shall  have  been  prepared,  delivered,  and  revised,  on 
these  branches,  think  it  best  to  include  in  his  lectures  other  branches  of  law 
and  equity  that  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  in  force  in  Massachusetts,  I 
authorize  the  said  Corporation  so  to  do  ;  ever  confiding  in  the  discretion 
thereof  to  select  the  State  branches  the  most  important  and  the  most  na- 
tional ;  that  is,  as  much  as  may  be,  branches  the  same  in  other  States  in 
the  Union  as  in  this  ;  —  making  lectures  on  this  State  law  useful  in  more 
States  than  one,  —  law  clearly  distinguished  from  that  State  law  which  is 
in  force  and  of  use  in  a  single  State  only. 

2.  I  now  appropriate  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  placed  by  me  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  Corporation,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  as  a  fund  for  ever,  towards  the  support  of  the  said  Professor  ;  all  the 
income  whereof,  and  of  such  other  moneys  and  funds  as  I  may  hereafter 
add,  shall  be  paid  over  annually,  or  semiannually,  as  the  Corporation  may 
direct,  to  the  Professor  for  the  time  being,  each  year  beginning  on  the  first 
day  of  September. 

3.  In  conformity  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  of  most  of  the  other  States,  I  declare  that  no  religious  test  shall 
ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  of  this  Professorship  ;  but  each  person 
who  shall  be  appointed  Professor  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of 
this  office,  make  and  subscribe  a  declaration  in  the  words  following  :  — 

"  I  do  solemnly  declare  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  perform 
the  duties  required  of  me  by  the  statutes  under  which  I  am  now  appointed 
Professor  of  Law  in  Harvard  University  "  ;  and  that  no  oath  or  other 
declaration  shall  ever  be  required. 

4.  It  is  my  object  that  a  Professor  shall  always  be  appointed  who  shall 
be  a  counsellor  at  law  of  at  least  seven  years'  standing  at  the  bar  ;  and, 
to  insure  a  suitable  appointment,  from  time  to  time,  of  a  Professor  learned 
in  the  branches  of  law  and  equity  aforesaid,  and  especially  in  the  five  afore-

said  branches,  I  do  declare  that  his  residence  at  Cambridge  shall  never  be 
required  as  a  condition  of  holding  his  office,  believing  that  the  best  Profes- 
sors will  generally  be  found  among  judges  and  lawyers  eminent  in  practice 
in  other  places  conveniently  situated,  and  who,  while  Professors,  may  con- 
tinue their  offices  or  practice  generally  ;  also  thinking  law  lectures  ought 
to  increase  no  faster  than  there  is  a  demand  for  them.  Clearly  their  great- 
est benefit  will  be  in  publishing  them. 

5.  As  the  Honorable  Joseph  Story  is,  by  study  and  practice,  eminently 
qualified  to  teach  the  said  branches  both  in  law  and  equity,  it  is  my  request 
that  he  may  be  appointed  the  first  Professor  on  this  foundation,  if  he  will 
accept  the  same  ;  and,  in  case  he  shall  accept  the  same,  it  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  the  course  of  his  lectures  will  be  made  to  conform  to  his  duties 
as  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  ;  and, 
further,  that  time  shall  be  allowed  him  to  complete,  in  manner  aforesaid, 
a  course  of  lectures  on  the  said  five  branches,  probably  making  four  or 
more  octavo  volumes  ;  and  that  all  the  lectures  and  teaching  of  him  and 
of  every  Professor  so  to  be  appointed  shall  be  calculated  to  assist  and  serve 
in  a  special  manner  law  students  and  lawyers  in  practice;  —  sound  and 
useful  law  being  the  object. 

6.  The  number  of  lectures,  and  the  manner  of  delivering  them,  I  leave 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Corporation,  as  I  do  all  other  matters  and  things 
not  contravening  the  rules  or  statutes  herein  contained,  placing  full  confi- 
dence in  its  wisdom  and  judgment. 

But  as  the  present  state  of  the  law  branch  in  the  said  University,  and 
the  times  of  meeting  of  the  Overseers  thereof,  allow  less  time  to  prepare 
statutes  and  system  than  is  desirable,  I  reserve,  so  far  as  may  be  consist- 
ently done,  liberty  to  put,  before  the  first  of  September  next,  the  proper 
rules  and  statutes  in  the  case  into  a  more  technical  and  intelligible  form, 
strictly  preserving  the  substance  and  principles  herein  contained. 
The  name  of  the  Professorship  I  leave  to  the  Corporation. 
With  sincere  respect,  your  obedient  servant,

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Corporation,  June  3,  1S29,  it  was 
Voted,  That  the  Professor  on  this  foundation  shall  be  styled  the  Dane 

Professor  of  Law  in  Harvard  University. 

Voted,  That  this  Professor  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  in  which 

other  officers  of  the  College  are  chosen,  and  shall  hold  his  office  by  the 
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same  tenure  aa  the  Professors  on  other  foundations,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  President  and  Fellows  for  any  cause  by  them  deemed  just 
and  sufficient,  the  Overseers  consenting  thereto. 


At  a  Meeting  of  the  Corporation,  August  20,  1829. 

The  Corporation  having  reserved  the  power  to  alter  and  modify,  with 
he  assent  of  the  Overseers,  the  Statutes  of  the  Royall  Professor  of  Law  in 
the  University,  do  hereby  order  and  enact  as  follows  :  — 

1.  The  third  article  of  the  said  former  statutes,  so  far  as  it  respects  the 
residence  of  the  Professor,  is  repealed,  and  he  is  required  to  reside  in  the 
town  of  Cambridge. 

2.  The  sixth  and  seventh  articles  of  the  said  statutes  shall  be  and  here- 
by are  repealed. 

[3.  The  Dane  Professor  of  Law  is  considered  for  the  present,  and  until 
the  further  order  of  the  government,  as  the  head  of  this  department  in  the 
University.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Royall  Professor,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Dane  Professor,  to  devise  and  propose,  from  time  to  lime,  to  the 
Corporation,  such  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  as  may  best 
promote  the  design  of  that  institution,  and  the  interest  and  honor  of  the 
University  ;  and  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  promote  those  objects.  He  shall 
have  the  immediate  charge  and  oversight  of  the  students,  meeting  them 
frequently,  at  stated  periods,  to  ascertain  their  progress,  to  assist  in  and 
stimulate  their  studies,  and  to  explain  and  remove  such  doubts  and  embar- 
rassments as  may  occur  in  the  course  of  their  reading.]  * 

In  addition  to  the  familiar  lectures  and  conversations  at  his  above-men- 
tioned meetings  with  the  students,  the  Royall  Professor  will,  if  it  should  be 
deemed  expedient  by  the  Corporation,  prepare  and  deliver  written  lectures 
on  such  branches  of  the  law  as  are  not  included  in  the  department  of  the 
Dane  Professor  ;  and  in  all  his  instructions,  whether  oral  or  written,  he 
will  not  only  endeavour  to  explain  the  principles  of  the  English  common 
law,  but  will  show  its  various  modifications  in  this  country,  by  the  princi- 
ples of  our  constitutions  of  government,  and  by  statutes,  judicial  decisions, 
and  usages  ;  and,  generally,  he  will  strive  to  lead  the  minds  of  the  stu- 
dents to  such  inquiries  and  researches  as  will  qualify  them  to  become  use- 
ful and  distinguished  supporters  of  our  free  systems  of  government,  as  well 
as  able  and  honest  advocates  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens.     And  it  shall  be

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in  the  power  of  the  Corporation,  with  the  assent  of  the  Overseers,  to  vary, 
modify,  enlarge,  or  wholly  change  the  above  course,  and  to  prescribe  any 
other  duties  not  inconsistent  with  the  general  principles  on  which  the  Pro- 
fessorship is  founded. 


At  a  special  Meeting  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College. 
in  Boston,  Aug.  1, 184G,  the  folloioing  Report  was  made  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  respectfully  recommend,  that  the  votes  passed  at  a 
meeting  held  20th  August,  1829,*  as  a  modification  of  the  Statutes  of  the 
Royall  Professorship,  numbered  3,  directing  that  the  Dane  Professor  be 
considered,  for  the  present,  and  until  the  further  order  of  the  government, 
as  the  head  of  the  Law  Department  in  the  University,  be  rescinded,  and 
in  lieu  thereof  it  be  declared  and  enacted,  That  the  senior  Professor,  for 
the  time  being,  be  considered  the  head  of  this  Department  in  the  Universi- 
ty ;  also,  that  part  of  the  same  article,  which  provides  that  the  Royall  Pro- 
fessor shall  have  the  immediate  charge  and  oversight  of  the  students,  be 
rescinded,  and  in  lieu  thereof  it  be  declared  and  enacted,  That  the  Dane 
Professor  of  Law  and  the  Royall  Professor  of  Law  shall  equally  and  joint- 
ly have  the  charge  and  oversight  of  the  students  ;  so  that  the  clause  of 
said  article,  when  amended,  shall  stand  as  follows  :. — 

3.  The  senior  Professor  of  Law,  for  the  time  being,  is  considered  as  the 
head  of  this  Department  in  the  University.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Dane  Professor  and  the  Royall  Professor  to  devise  and  propose,  from  time 
to  time,  to  the  Corporation,  such  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School 
as  may  best  promote  the  design  of  that  institution  and  the  interest  and  hon- 
or of  the  University,  and  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  those  objects. 
They  shall  equally  and  jointly  have  the  charge  and  oversight  of  the  stu- 
dents, meeting  them  frequently,  at  stated  periods,  to  ascertain  their  prog- 
ress, to  assist  in  and  stimulate  their  studies,  and  to  explain  and  remove 
such  doubts  and  embarrassments  as  may  occur  in  the  course  of  their 
reading.

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This  Association  was  formed  of  the  past  and  present  members  of  the 
Dane  Law  College,  and  of  such  members  of  the  profession  in  the  different 
States  as  have  been  elected  by  the  Association,  for  the  purposes  of  raising 
the  standard  of  the  legal  profession,  of  uniting  its  widely-scattered  mem- 
bers, of  diffusing  among  them  an  elevated  feeling  of  nationality,  of  pre- 
senting the  Law  College  to  the  public  as  an  institution  devoid  of  all  party 
and  sectional  feelings  and  prejudices,  and  of  reviving  the  pleasing  mem- 
ories of  legal  study. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Association  to  have  an  annual  celebration  on 
the  day  preceding  Commencement,  on  which  occasion  an  oration  will  be 
delivered  by  one  of  its  most  prominent  members. 

On  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  lamented  Sargent  S.  Prentiss,  and  the 
short  time  allowed  for  preparation,  it  was  found  impossible  to  secure  the 
delivery  of  an  oration  in  July  last,  as  was  intended. 

At  a  late  meeting,  Hon.  Wm.  Kent,  of  New  York,  was  reelected 
President  ;  Sidney  Webster,  Esq.,  of  New  Hampshire,  Vice-President, 
and  George  Gorham  Williams,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  Secretary. 

As  this  Association  unites  the  feelings  and  sympathies  of  many  of  the 
leading  men  of  every  State  in  the  Union,  it  is  hoped  that  the  annual  com- 
ing together  of  so  many  gentlemen  engaged  in  the  administration  of  the 
law  will  assist  in  some  degree  in  harmonizing  the  jarring  interests  of  the 
various  States,  in  promoting  that  sympathy  and  good  feeling  so  necessary 
for  the  welfare  of  the  Union,  and  in  diffusing  a  better  knowledge  of  our 
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various  institutions  and  customs.  In  addition  to  these  beneficial  results,  it 
is  hoped  that  it  may  do  something  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  friendship 
between  the  different  States,  by  giving  vitality  to  the  consciousness  that 
we  are  all  members  of  one  nation,  living  under  similar  forms  of  govern- 
ment, governed  by  similar  laws,  and  united  under  one  Constitution. 

As  the  various  States  of  the  Union  increase  in  population  and  power,  it 
is  desirable  that  their  laws  should  be  as  uniform  as  their  different  circum- 
stances will  allow.  The  accomplishment  of  this  object  can  be  assisted  by 
an  interchange  of  acquaintance  and  opinions  by  those  engaged  in  making 
and  administering  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  and  to  facilitate  this  in- 
terchange is  one  of  the  principal  objects  of  this  Association. 


Cambridge,  May,  1850. 
The  Members  of  the  LAW  COLLEGE,  in  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, in  order  to  give  the  Institution  a  National  Character,  and  desir- 
ous to  elevate  the  standard  of  the  Profession,  and  to  revive  the  pleasing 
memories  of  Legal  Study,  do  form  an  Association,  and  adopt  this  Con- 
stitution :  — 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  STORY  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  THE  LAW  COLLEGE. 

ARTICLE  II. 

All  Membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

All  Members  of  the  Bar,  who  have  been  Members  of  the  "  Dane  Law 
College,"  may  become  Members  of  the  Association,  by  signing  its  Consti- 
tution. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

All  present  Students  of  the  Law  College  may  become  Members  of  the 
Association,  by  signing  its  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Association  shall  have  power  to  confer  Membership  by  election. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

All  Members  of  the  Association,  who  are  Members  of  the  Law  College, 
shall  be  called  Immediate  Members,  and  all  others,  Honorary  Members. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  and 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  President  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Im- 
mediate Members  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Vice-President  shall  be  an  Immediate  Member,  to  be  chosen  annu- 
ally from  the  Senior  Class  of  the  Law  College,  and  by  the  Immediate 
Members  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Secretary  shall  be  an  Immediate  Member,  to  be  chosen  annually 
from  the  Members  of  the  Law  College,  and  by  the  Immediate  Members 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

An  Oration  shall  be  delivered  annually  before  the  Association,  by  some 
distinguished  Member  of  the  Legal  Profession,  near  the  time  of  the  College 
Commencement. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

An  Orator  and  two  Substitutes,  for  the  ensuing  year,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Members  of  the  Association,  near  the  time  of  the  Annual  Oration  ;  and 
at  that  election  the  President  shall  preside  ;  and  in  case  the  Orators  chosen 
shall  decline,  the  President  shall  call  another  meeting  for  the  choice  of 
Orator,  and  at  such  meeting  the  Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  may  preside. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  delivery  of  the  Annual  Oration  ;  and 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  of  his  inability  to  preside,  a 
President  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Members  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Vice-President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Immediate  Mem- 
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bers,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  such  meetings  whenever  the  same  shall 
be  necessary  ;  and  such  meetings  shall  be  called  by  him  when  requested 
by  not  less  than  five  Immediate  Members. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  duties  of 
his  office ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President,  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  that  office,  until  a  Vice-President  shall  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  two  thirds  of  the 
Members  of  the  Association  present,  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  President, 
who  shall  preside  ;  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President  may  preside. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  Association  shall  have  power  to  enact  such  By-Laws  and  Regu- 
lations as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  the  foregoing  provisions  into  exe- 
cution. 


About  four  hundred  members  of  the  Profession  have  already  signified 
their  desire  to  become  Members  of  the  Association,  and  have  complied 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  Constitution.
